THE CHICAGO TALK. 


Is This the Much-Talked-Of Western 
Man ?—A Constitution Man Talks of 
the Feeling As It Is. 


Springfield, Ill, April 26.—(Special.)— 
Clevelandism has met its Waterloo here 
at the hands of Senator John M. Palmer. 

The democratic state convention, which 
meets tomorrow, will instruct its dele- 
gates to vote as a unit for the nomina- 
tion of Senator Palmer, for president. 
It will cover Cleveland with a thick coat 
of taffy, but the votes will not go his way. 

When I reached this city, at 10 o'clock 
tonight, I found the hotel, private houses 
and the streets full of enthusiastic demo- 
crats. The nanie of Palmer was on every 
tongue, while that of Cleveland was 
received with anger. | 

“I tell you,” said a leading delegate, 
“af this attempt to knife Palmer is contin- 
ued I will oppose any attempt to endorse 
Cleveland. I do not think that Mr. Cleve- 
land is responsible for it, but his fool 
friends here seem to think that the earth 
belongs to them. We are not going to 
nominate Palmer for mere play. We are 
dead in earnest about pushing him before 
the Chicago convention. We believe that 
he is the man for the democrats of the 
union to rally on, and that he can be 
triumphantly elected.” +7 | 

The history of Palmer's candidacy is 
calculated to arouse enthusiasm. An old 
time democrat, the war made him a repub- 
lican. He was a general in the army, and 
governor of his state. Later he returned 
to the democratic party, and succeeded in 
reaching the United States senate by 
breaking the back of the republican party. 
The democrats of Illinois liken him to 
Mr. Gladstone of England, and he is con- 
stantiy referred to tonight as “the grand 
old man.”” His seventy-five years rest as 
lightly upon his shoulders as forty do on 
mest of men. Several times he has declar- 

ed himself in favor of Cleveland, so free. 
is he from personal ambition, but the 
people of Illinois are furnishing the «@abi- 
tion for him. They believe that they can 
elect him.

On the Train, Cincinnati Southern, April 
24.—(Special' Correspondence.)—“Yes, sir, 
w? have more money than we want.” 

Such a statement was calculated to ar- 
rest attention.

An Exciting Scene in a Committee 
Room at Washington. 


WHAT WAS DONE IN CONGRESS. 


Republican Filibustering # Postponed. 
The Day at the Nation’s 
Capital. 


Washington, April 26.—(Special.)— 
There was a sensational scene in the com- 
mittee investigating the pension office 
today. Two able statesmen denounced 
each others as liars and gathered up ink 
stands to pelt one another when friends 
interfered and stopped the war. 

The special committee investigating the 
conduct of the pension bureau had been 
in session today but a short time when 
Prosecutor Enloe put to Commissioner 
Raum an inquiry as to whether or not 
Raum himself had not furnished Special 
Examiner Greenwalt with $15 to be used 
for the purpose of entrapping an attorney 
named Foote, of Kalamazoo, Mich., sus- 
pected of being engaged in buying forbid- 
den information with reference to pension 
cases. ’ 

The commissioner said that he had not 
given Greenwalt money. Mr. Enloe ask- 
ed if, after an adjournment of the com- 
mittee on the previous day, Raum had 
not, right at the table around which they 
were sitting, so stated to him (Mr. Enloe). 

The commissioner replied that he had 
not, for such was not the fact. 

Mr. Enloe repeated the query several 
times, which led Mr. Payson to inquire 
if Mr. Enloe did not already have a suf- 
ficiently square denial from the witness 

You Are a Liar. 

Commissioner Raum turning around in 
his chair added: “Do you want another 
denial?” addressing himself to Mr. Enloe. 

That gentleman flushed quickly at the re- 
mark, became intensely excited on the in- 
stant and hotly exclaimed: 

‘You are a liar; you did say it!’ He rose 
to his feet in his excitement, grasping a 
small glass sponge cup on the table in front 
of him, made a movement to get at the 
commissioner who was sitting in the wit- 
ness chair immediately across the table 
and about six feet away. The suddenness 
of the violent turn given affairs took all 
hands by gh 

Chairman Wheeler, of Michigan, Repre- 
sentative Cooper, of Indiana, and one or 
two others were seated in chairs between 
Mr. Enloe and the witness. They rose as 
hastily as possible, as did Mr. Raum, who 


became almost as excited as his opponent. 


Members of the committee and Mr. Coop- 
er seized Mr. Enloe and held him before 
he could get around the corner of the table. 
They forcibly prevented him from proceed- 
ing further, and in the confusion . En- 
loe exclaimed: 

“You did say it,’”’ to’ which the commis- 
sioner retorted, “I say I did not.” 

Raum Leaves the Room, 


Mr. Enloe at this made a fresh effort 
to free himself. ‘The commissioner shout- 


“IT want no difficulty with you or any- 
yf pe but the man don’t live that I 
ear. 

Mr. Enloe renewed his struggles, but his 
efforts. to get away were unavailing. The 
commissioner reiterated that “the man 
don’t live that I fear,” and the next in- 
stant, to avoid trouble, he hastily took up 
his hat and marched out of the room, 
Chairman Wheeler just as he was going 
out the door calling out that there was no 
need for the witness to leave, as he would 
be amply protected. 

Judge Payson remarked that the witness 
had the right to leave when he was so 
treated, to which Mr. Wheeler replied that 
the committee had protected and would 
protect the witness. 

To Mr. Enloe Mr. Wheeler expressed his 
regret at the scene, telling that gentleman 
that he could go on the stand and contra- 
dict the witness when he made a state 
ment that he (Mr. Enloe) thought untrue, 
and the committee could judge between the 
witnesses, and added that it was improper 
that violence should be manifested in such 
a place. 

Wanted No Pysical Developments. 


Representative Little, of New York, said: 
“As a member of the committee, I protest 
against any physical developments.”’ 

Mr. Enloe said he thought the committee 
would bear him out in the statement that 
he had conducted the examination fairly 
and treated the witnesses in the manner in 
which they were entitled to be treated, to 
which the chairman ‘signified his assent. 

Mr. Enloe said he did not intend that the 
commissioner of pensions, president or any- 
body else should treat him as the commis- 
sioner had. He was entitled to be treated 
with respect. Commissioner Raum’s manner 
he thought very offensive indeed. 

Mr. Payson asked in what respect. The 
commissioner had aay said he did not say 
what Mr. Enloe said he did, and Mr. Enloe 
kept. insisting on it. 

Mr. Enloe retorted that the manner of the 
witness was something and the commission- 
er’s manner, when he last spoke, was very 
offensive. 

As the best way out of the difficulty Mr. 
Brosius moved that the committee adjourn, 
which was done.

SENT UP FOR LIFE, 


But the Guillotine s Blade Should Have 
Strack His Neck. 


RAVACHOL CONVICTED IN PARIS. 


He Makes Confessions to Cold- 
Blooded Murders, 


AND TO HAVING THROWN THE BOMBS, 


But Hels Declared a Political Prisoner, 
and Gets Offwitha Life Sentence. 
The Trial. 


Paris, April 26.—The trial of Ravachol, 
alias a half dozen other names, charged, 
with Achille Timon, alias “Biscuit;” James 
Beala, alias James Marius; Charles Ferdi- 
nand Chaumartin and a girl, Rosalie Sou- 
ber, began today at the Seine assizes court 
at 11 o’cleck. So many threats have been 
made that the friends of the prisoners 
would attempt some desperate act to eith- 
er free the accused or prevent the trial that 
admission to the courtroom was severely 
restricted. Only those personally known 
to the court officials, journalists and twen- 
ty-two witnesses were admitted. 


When Judge Gues entered he at once. 


summoned the jury, who, it must be said, 
presented a greatly disturbed appearance. 
The threats of the friends of the prisoners 
have evidently greafly frightened the jurors 
and journalists present expressed the 
opinion that it would require very strong 
evidence to convince the jurors of _ the 
guilt of the accused, or rather to force them 
to render a verdict of guilty in the face of 
threats of death that have been made 
against them if they decide against the pris- 
oners.

Ravachol, in an_ insolent 
manner, admitted his criminal history so 
far as it is known to the police, but he added 
that if he w:s questioned concerning any 
crime of which he is suspected and not ac- 
rn he would not respond.

“That will naturally be your right, but I 
will ask youShis question. When you were 
arrested 7,000 francs were found in your 
room; was this money the proceeds of your 
murder. of.an old man at. Chamles?” 

“Ptecisely,” answeréd Ravathol, glancin 
around as though he was enjoying the e 
fect the answer produced. 

“Did you intend to kill the policeman sta- 
tioned in front of the police’ station at 
Clichy the first time you went there to 
blow up the building?’ asked the judge. 

“Yes,” Ravachol responfed, .“but my 
friends prevented. ’ 
Ravachol and Simon Convicted. 


Ravachol and Simon were found guilty 
and were sentenced to penal servitude for 
life. The other prisoners were acquitted. 

Everybody in the courtroom stared at the 

risoners as they stood indifferently listen- 
ing to the reading of the indictment. ‘They 
bore the scrutiny composedly. They ap- 
peared to be more disposed to — as _he- 
roes than to pay attention to the clerk of 
the court as he read the history of the crime 
as set forth in the indictment. In the cen- 
ter of the courtroom was a table which was 
covered with bombs, apparatus with which 
they were made and everything that the po- 
lice had captured. 

Ravachol’s Confession. 

‘When the reading of the indictment was 
concluded Judge Gues examined Ravachol 
concerning the murders which it is charged 
he has committed and also concerning the 
explosion. Ravachol, in a nonchalant man- 
ner admitted his guilt and took upon himself 
the entire responsibility for the Boulevard 
St. Germain and Rue Clichy explosions. 

* When questioned as _ to his motives for 
causing the explosions Ravachol replied: 

“I felt a feeling of just anger at the con- 
viction of Levalliow and Perret. I do not 
think that Benoit and Bulot should have de- 
manded the death of fathers of families. 
‘hen again the brutality of the police when 
they arrested my comrades revolted my con- 
science and I determined upon revenge. 

“In regard to the St. Germain explosion, 
I loaded a bomb that contained sixty cart- 
ridges. I dressed myself in broadcloth and 
went to Benoit’s house, without attract- 
ing any attention. After depositing the 
machine and lighting the fuse I. ran down- 
stairs and reached the pavement just as 
the explosion occurred. 

“The operation in Rue Clichy was much 
the same, only I carried the bomb in a bag. 
A portion of the powder became displaced 
and thus rendered it extremely dangerous 
to light the bomb, as it might explode in an 
9 yet I did not hesitate to take the 
risk. 

Ravachol concluded his remarks with 
an exposition of his theories. He said: 

“T wish to see anarchy established and 
the whole people as one great family, each 
member ready to share what he has with 
his brethren. I committed the outrages in 
order to draw the attention of the public 
to the needs of the anarchists.” 

The Other Prisoners. 


Simon was next examined, but no new 
revelations were obtained from. him. He 
admitted his complicity in the outrages. 

Chaumartin said, when questioned, that 
Ravachol stole from Soissy the cartridges 
which he intended to use in blowing up the 
palace of justice. 

The other two prisoners tried to excul- 
pate themselves. 

Witnesses were then called and their 
testimony corroborated the details of the 
crimes as set forth in the indictment.

They, like their dead brothers, gave their 
property and imperiled their lives for our 
country and her cause. Some of them are 
destitute and in want—shall we allow them 
to die in oorhouses or shall we protect and 
maintain them? 

The pension granted by the state is not 
enough to support some of them. The home 
built for them by the generous hand of loving 
friends stands empty. 

Here Mr. Colville spoke at length as to 
how it is to be deplored that a Georgia 
legislature wouldn’t turn this building over 
to the poor and destitute old soldier of the 
state for whom it was built. 

His words were well received. 

What if Greece had allowed one of the 
heroes of Thermopylae or Marathon to die of 
neglect in a county poorhouse? resumed the 
spenker. 

What if England should suffer a survivor of 
the Light Brigade—her immortal ovu—to die 
in a public house of charitg—the contempt of 
mankind would rise like a cloud and hide her 
from the sun forever and forever.

What if I should tell you a survivor of 
Pickett’s charge died in a fair county of this 
state, not only in destitution and in want, not 
even ina rhouse, but in a negro hut. 

My God! My God! What is the reward of 
valor, where is the home of patriotism?

WADE HAMPTON IN SAVANNAH. 


A Stirring Address from the Old Chieftain. 
The Day in Savannah. 

Savannah, Ga., April 26.—(Special.)— 
Memorial Day was celebrated more gener- 
ally today than for some years past. All 
the public offices and places of business 
were closed, and the city was filled with 
visitors from the surrounding country. 
Veterans from other counties united with 
those of Savannah, the military in parade 
and the services at the soldiers’ monument. 
General Wade Hampton paraded with them 
and was orator of the day. His address, 
which took nearly one-hour in delivery, 
was an eloquent tribute to the confederate 
cause and dead. 

“At the call of their country,” said he, 
“and obeying the command of duty they 
left their peaceful, happy homes to strike 
for the faith of their fathers, for liberty 
and for their fatherland. The feeling 
which inspired them was the vain but 
blessed hope of securing the liberty 
of their country. Their memory is honored 
because they fell in a cause they believed 
to be just. It is only thus that the solemn 
ceremonies of Memorial Day can be inter- 
preted. If they gave their lives in a cause 
that was patriotic it is well to honor them. 
It makes small difference here or at the 
last great day whether that cause was 
successful or unsuccessful. God does not 
judge as man judges, and we are nowhere 
told in the revelation of His holy word 
that the just are to be rewarded in this 
world and the unjust punished, that truth 
is here to prevail over falsehood or that 
right is to evercome might. 

“History is full of melancholy examples 
to prove that mapy of the nobiest causes 
which ever inspired people's hopes or 
nerved their arms have been allowed to 
sink apparently forever under iron rule 
wielded by despotic power. Vo not allow 
yourselves to be misled by that false doc- 
trine,’ false to your faith, to your country, 
to your God, which tells you that, as you 
cause has failed, the principles for which 
you contended are torever obliterated. 
Any human undertaking, howsoever just 
it may be, may fail, but ever-living princi- 
ples of right and justice can never be 
buried. ‘The doctrine promulgated today 
that the confederate cause was submitted 
to arbitrament of the sword, and that a 
verdict, against which no appeal lies, was 
rendered against it, is as pernicious ds it 
is false, and if accepted brands the heroic 
dead, as.well as the living, as traitors, cov- 
ering all alike with deserved infamy. 

“The living soldiers and their sons will 


never consent to brand them as such in this: 


way. We are not called on to admit that 
we were in the wrong, and every brave 
man who met us in battle would justly 
despise us were we to do so. 

‘While all true confederate soldiers reec- 
ognize the supremacy of the constitution 
and the integrity of the union and acknowl- 
edge the irrevocable verdict of war to be 
against them, they are not called on to ab- 
jure settled convictions of a lifetime, turn 
their backs on glorious traditions or de- 
fame the memory of their patriotic dead. 
Self-respect must be maintained and honor 
preserved at any cost. Sad and sacred 
memories must be forgotten if we prove 
false to our faith and turn our backs on 
all which made the past glorious. Time 
may teach us to forgive, but it can never 
make us forget. If we can leave nothing 
else to our children let us at least bequeath 
to them a fair fame and unblemished 
honor. While accepting all fe. conse- 
quences and results legitimately following 
defeat, we claim and must exercise the 
right to justify our cause, vindicate its 
motives and honor our dead. We owe this 
to ourselves, to our children and those who

Economy is necessary to make the farm 
self-sustaining, but the result is worth 
all that can possibly be paid for it, for 
when it is once reached, the prosperous 
and successful farmer is the one person 
on this earth who is most to be envied— 
the one person who can afford to be inde- 
pendent and happy. : 

Surely such a result as this is worth 
the pinching economy that is necessary 
to bring it about. 


A New Anti-Silver Argument. 

We observe that the thick and thin sup- 
porters of Mr. Cleveland in this section— 
those who would rather secure the nomi* 
nation of Mr. Cleveland than the success 
of the democratic party—are trying to 
show that the free coinage of silver would 
add little or nothing to the volume of 
currency, probably not more than thirty 
cents per capita, or some such matter. 
These figures were dropped in this region 
by Mr. Bynum, and Mr. Bynum received 
them fresh and hot from one of the gold- 
bug authorities that write for the maga- 
zines. 

The demand for free coinage is based, 
not on any desire to see the 
currency inflated or to 
money, but to place the 
whole people on an equality so far as 
their currency is concerned. Gold is tbe 
money of the banks and there is very lit- 
tle of it in actual circulation, so little, 
indeed, that if every dollar of the yellow 
metal were carted out of the country 
tomorrow, the people would be no worse 
off so far as the actual handling of the 
money is concerned. 

The democrats of the south want to 
see silver restored to our currency on an 
equality with gold for the reason given by 
Daniel Manning, Mr. Cleveland’s sec- 
retary of the treasury, that Great Britain 
shall no. longer be able to regulate the 
price of southern cotton and western 
wheat by the price of depreciated silver 
bullion. We have already described this 
process, and we need not go further into 
the matter now except to say that the 
values of cotton and silver run together. 
When silver is low cotton is low, and 
both are now about at their lowest price, 
or not far from it. 

With respect to the argument which 
Mr. Bynum used in his Atlanta speech, 
and which had just been invented by the 
goldbug writers for southern and wes- 
tern consumption, we may be permitted 
to remark that it flies wildly in the face 
of that other goldbug argument which 
declares that free coinage is an inflation 
scheme “to flood the country with dis- 
honest dollars. We shall not discuss the 
matter, but leave the goldbugs and the 
Cleveland boomers to settle it to suit them- 


selves.

Thoughts for the Times. 

The millionaire is a very troublesome 
factor in our social and political problems, 
but what are we going to do when the 
billionaire confronts us? 

As there must necessarily be only a 
limited supply of money in the country, 
it is plain that when a few persons in a 
little corner of the union absorb and con- 
trol nearly all of the currency, the masses 
scattered all over this vast republic will 
be very poor, and they will continue to 
grow poorer as the privileged few grow 
richer. 

It is bad enough in this generation, 
but your children and grandchildren will 
be doomed to spend their lives in the 
depths of poverty unless we have a 
change. 

Moral suasion will be wasted on the 
plutocrats. They reason that whereas the 
poverty of the many makes the few rich, 
it is a gooa thing for the latter to per- 
petuate present conditions. 

The other day a newspaper announced 
in flaming headlines that the real estate 
agents present at a banquet 
in New York owned and _é=eéi=*rep- 
resented one Dillion dollars. At 
that banquet a preacher made a pretty 
little speech in which he said that no man 
who owned his home had ever proved 
to be an anarchist. Doubtless, it was the 
speaker’s desire to make his millionaire 
fellow-revelers feel easy in the future. 

The reverend gentleman forgot a few 
significant things. So long as people in 
this country own homes they will not 
be anarchists, but what will they become 
when the greed of the plutocrats drives 
them to the point where they will lose 
their homes? 

It will not do to count on the patient 
endurance of the American masses all 
the time. Impoverish them, and let them 
see a few plutocrats absorbing their hard- 
earned little fortunes and they will be as 
furious and as savage revolutionists as 
any that we have ever read of in history! 

The preacher who said comforting 
things at the billion-dollar banquet should 
read our census bulletins. The latest 
reports show that the number of tenant 
farmers in Kansas has more than doubled 
in ten years, and that, of the owners, 
nearly two-thirds have mortgages on their 
farms. In Ohio the tenant farmers have 
increased 13 per cent in ten years, and 
it is believed that the figures for the coun- 
try at large will show that within the 
past decade dominant forces have been at 
work driving farm labor into a state of 
greater dependence, and concentrating 
land ownership into the hands of the few. 

There is nothing more dangerous and 
disturbing in our recent history than this 
fact. It means that the people are losing 
their homes, and it is placing them in 
the class which produces anarchists in 
other countries, and which will produce 
revolutionists here unless matters im- 
prove. ne

LETTERS FROM THE PEOPLE. 


A War Reminiscences. 


Geneso, Kan., April 26.—Editor Constitu- 
tion. Dear Sir—My attention has been called 
to an article in an exchange, copied from 
The Constitution, which inquiry has awak- 
ened my memory. Although nearly twenty- 
nine years have transpired since the vivid 
scenes of 1863 took place, this may yet reach 
the eye of “Inquirer,” in The Constitution, 
and inform him that, without doubt, at 
least one of his yankee friends still lives. 

Major General McPherson's, U. 8. A., com- 
mand fought the battle of Port Gibson, Miss., 
in May, 1863. 

Shortly after the battle the writer and 
Colore] Kelley, who has long since answered 
the last roll call, returned to the hospital in 
the rear with instructions, and while cross- 
ing the field our attention was cailed to a 
wounded c)afederate officer, as we thought, 
who craved our assistance. *“‘Water, water,” 
he cried. The writer went to a stream near 
by, got water and gave to him to drink, 
which seemed to give new life. Myself and 
Kelley then passed on over the fleld. Short- 
ly after we retraced our steps back over the 
field and come to the place where the 
above wounded man was lying, who feebly in- 
quired how soon the wounded would be 
cared for, then remarked, “Oh, never mind; 
all will soon be over.’’ While speaking two 
other boys in blue came up. Then at his re- 
quest we carefully picked up and carried the 
wounded man out of the,brush and timber 
and some distance to the left and near the 
public road where hospital headquarters was 
temporarily established, and left him as com- 
forjable as circumstances would permit. I 
distinctly remember the expression of thanks 
extended to us. We then hurried away 
where duty called us on that eventful day 
in May, 1863. If my memory and diary 
serve me right, the two boys who assisted 
in the above episode were members of the 
Seventeenth Wisconsin infantry. 

Should this meet the eye of the party I 
would be pleased to hear from him. Respect-

Which Fell Into the Hands of the ‘At- 
lanta Police, — 


TELLS THE STORY OF HOW MR. ROBERTS: 


Postmaster at Sandersville, Extended His 
Territory and Becamesa Wholesale 
Atamp Dealer—His Arrest. 


For ten years and more, during democrat- 
ie and republican administrations alike, 
John B. “Reberts has been pestmaster in 
the staid and quiet old town of Sandersville, 
Ga. 
He looked after his duties with an atten- 
tion and devotion that won the confidence 
and admiration every person who got 
his mail in that bailiwick. 

_No one ever doubted his integrity; no one 
ever doubted his capability. 

Whenever any one of the villagers of the 
quiet south Georgia town called for his mail 
he always found Postmaster Roberts, polite 
and smiling, behind his little window. 

His family connections were of the very 
highest, he being related to some of the best 
families in Washington county and in the 
state. He was a leading citizen of the town 
of 2,000 souls, taking more than ordinary- 
interest in every enterprise that looked to- 
ward the improvement of Sandersville, 

So it was that J. B. Roberts held the con- 
fidence and esteem of every one who knew 
him. 

They had the most unwavering confidence 
in his integrity as a man and as an officer. 

Was it not-a sufficient certificate of good 
character for him that he had been in his 
position so long? 

Day before yesterday Postoffice Inspector 
W. C. Baird stepped into the Sandersville 
postoffice and arrested Postmaster Roberts. 

A tornado from a cloudless sky would not 
have disturbed the people of Sandersville 
more. 

Even when Inspector Baird explained the 
reason of Roberts’s arrest to the wondering 
people of Sandersville they were still un- 
willing to believe that Roberts had wilfully 
violated any law, 

The story back of the Roberts arrest is 
quite an interesting one, It is the first case 
of the kind on record in this section. 

History of the Case. 

While Postoffice Inspector Baird, of At- 
lanta ,was enjoying his after-breakfast cigar 
and a glance through The Constitution one 
morning about a month ago his eyes fell 
upon a local story telling of the arrest of a 
negro for stealing a large quantity of post- 
age stamps. Sixty-five hundred one-cent 
postage stamps were found in the negro’s 
possession. 

When the inspector read it he gave a 
prolonged whistle. He laid down the puper 
and walked up to his office in a-thoughtfal 
mood. The question with the inspector 
was, where did all those stamps come from? 

It was something to investigate and Mr. 
Baird lost no time. 

The police authorities-told him that the 
stamps had been stolen from the office of 
the Southern Express Company. The in- 
spector went to the express office and press- 
ed his investigations. Where did all those 
stamps come from? was the question he put 
to the men at the express office. 

The stamps were the property of Mr. 
Green B. Roberts, the well-known Atlantian, 
and an attache of the express office, the 
men at the express office said. They had 
been shipped to him by express by Mr. 
John B. Roberts, the postmaster at San- 
dersville. Mr. Green B. Koberts sold the 


stamps to his friends and had been doing so | 


for some time. This was the information 
Inspector Baird gathered in the express of- 
fice. He whistled again. 

What Mr. Roberts Said. 


Ynspector Baird thought he scented wrong- 
doing and saw in the acts of the two Rob- 
erts gentlemen a violation of the postal laws 
of Uncle Sam. 

The inspector called on Mr. Green B. 
Roberts at his office and questioned him 
about the transaction. 

Mr. Roberts’s replies were not very sat- 
isfactory to the inspector, but he learned 
from the interview with him that the ship- 
ment of sfamps from the Sandersville post- 
master to Mr. Roberts was not a new 
thing; that he had received large consign- 
ments of stamps before the time in ques- 
tion. : 

He Goes:to Sandersville. 

If this evidence could be corroborated 
by facts, then there was a clear violation 
of law by both Postmaster Roberts: and 
Mr. Green B. Roberts. 

The postal regulations prevent a post- 
master from selliig stamps outside of his 
office delivery. The offense was not so 
much a violation of the postal laws as it 
was a violation of a statute which pro 
vides a penalty for persons conspiring to 
defraud the government. The maximum 
penalty for such a violation is a fine of not 
over ten thousand dollars, or imprisonment 
for not over ten years. 

Although the sale of stamps at a post- 
office like Atlanta would not affect the 
postmaster’s salary, at an Office of the size 
of Sandersville’s it would augment the sal- 
ary of the latter by reason of it depending 
on the number of stamps sold. 

If Mr. J. B. Roberts had shipped stamps 
outside of the range of his postoffice de- 
livery he was liable to the penalty named 
in this statute. And if Mr. Green B. Rob- 
erts had received and sold those stamps he 
was equally liable. 

With the object of getting down to the 
truth of the case Inspector i went 
down to Sandersville last Thursday. He 
went determined to unearth the transac- 
tion, if there was any, in short order. He

A 
hundred thousand people might sit upon the 
moss on those hills and see a boat race on 
the lake. 

The contour of the ground makes the 
classic associations of ancient Greece, 
where 30,000 people looked on at the play 
in the great theater, and from it took their 
culture, education and political bias. 

The open stretch of rolling coun is 
fringed with budding trees that send from 
their forest censors the exhaustless incense 
that rises perennially to heaven. Fed by 
such air and refreshed by such a scene, the 

eople who live in this park will retreat to 
ft m the busy turmoil of life with some- 
what the feeling of an Adam, retreating 
from the struggle with the tares and thistles 
to the virgin repose of the first garden.

NEW YORK, April 26.—Our cables this morning 
advise that the master spinners in Lancashire, irri- 
tated at the dictatorial attitude of the operatives’ 
union, had determined to break it by continuing the 
existing lockout at ieast until Whitsuatide. The Liv- 
erpool market reflected this news by a decline of some 
6-84 in futures. Naturally a decline on this market 
followed, and opening prices were 6 points lower than 
yesterday.

This seemed to measure 
the force of the reaction, and a slight recovery ensued, 
3 points of the loses having been regained before 1 
o'clock. In New Orleans the decline has been greater 
than here, that market fluctuating more closely fn 
sympathy with Liverpool than our own. The reaction 
and decline to 7.25 seems to have about NHquidated the 
weakly held long cotton acquired on the recent ad- 
vance, and has given many who missed the market 
previously an opportunity on the decline that has 
come to acquire the cotton of which they desired to 
become purchasers. It has, too, discounted the con- 
tinuance of the strike abroad. Any developments 
looking to its settlement would now have a beneficial 
effect upon values. Receipts at New Orleans tomor- 
row are estimated at 1,009 bales. During the after- 
noon a press dispatch was received from Manchester 
reading: ‘‘The cotton crisis here is growing graver 
hourly.’’

Chicago, April 26.—English markets are 
generally better, prices at the interior mills 
having advanced about 1d. London is higher 
for prompt delivery, and lower for futures. 
The Berlin market is lower. Paris is higher. 
The weather conditions are critical. The 
seeding in this country is progressing slowly. 
The scarcity of freight room prevents any 
large movement. We hear of only about one 
hundred and sixty million bushels wheat; 
200,000 corn, and perhaps 300,000 oats char- 
tered. The speculative markets were de- 
cidedly dull. A few strong parties, led by 
Pardridge, were able to keep prices within 
@ narrow range. The feature in the corn 
market was the continued selling of May by 
parties supposed to be long, and what sur- 
prised the trade somewhat was the fact that 
so large a line could be sold out on such a 
harrow market, and prices not only  sus- 
tained but advanced, closing at about the 
highest point of the day. 

There was a good*demand for sample and 
ear lots of both corn and oats. All offerings 
were cleaned up. 

There was a much better demand for hog 
products than has been noticeable for some 
time with some inquiry even for mess pork, 
several lots being taken for domestic and 
some for foreign: shipment. It would help 
the trade very much if the movement should 
continue, :

A Timely and Interesting Paper on the 
Great Leader. 


HIS CAREER AND ITS LESSONS. 


An Instructive Sketch of Robert EB, Lee 
by One Who Fought Under Him 
in the Civil War. 


The following timely paper was written 
by Mr. John C. Reed, himself a brave sol- 


dier and a deep, thorough student: 
«qeneral Lee. 


As a line officer in the Eighth Georgia, I 
shared all the fortunes of the army of north- 
ern Virginia, and was paroled when it 
yielded arms at Appomattox Courthouse, Of 
course reflect and reflect over

six ollicers of the regiment present, 

four were killed or wounded, our advance 
Was stopped only by night; the quick death 
of many comrades before my eyes; the hero- 
ism of our men on marches, barefoot, ragged 
and hungry—I need not go on. The little 
children of every confederate veteran can 
complete the details. Of all these recoliec- 
tions that of General Lee has become the 
largest, most vivid and constant. At this 
time set apart to confederate memories in 
the state which rests from business on his 
birthday, give one of his soldiers brief au- 
dience to speak of his old masier. 

If he had the merit, he did not have the 
supreme place which the odds eS called 
for. We needed a commander-in-chief, em- 

owered to use fully our great superiorities. 

ne of the two was, as Beauregard insists 
upon, our interior lines, enabling us to 4@s- 
semble crushing numbers against a particu- 
lar invasion before it could be reinforced. 
The other superiority was the enthusiastic 
and persistent aggressiveness of our troops. 
How this trait was developed in a pure-blood- 
ed branch of the race which has generally 
chosen the defensive in battles from Hast- 
ings to Waterloo, we cannot stop to inquire, 
It showed on every field; even when failure 
was plain to many, as is exampled by Hood's 
bloody fight at Franklin, and the dash of 
Anderson's brigade at Farmville two days 
before the surrender of the army of north- 
ern Virginia. Caesar reprehends Pompeys 
standing still at Pharsalia to receive his at- 
tack; and he checks the tale of the battle 
which gave him the world to admonish gen- 
erals that they should always encourage and 
mot restrain a proneness to charge.* 

As our men naturally pressed forward in 
battle so the typical southern leader natur- 
ally assumed an initiative whenever it was 
practicable. The commanider-in-chief just 
supposed would have given a larger stage to 
Morgan, Mosby, Forrest, Van Dorn, and 
many others soon to be forgotten, and kept 
them busy in crippling the cgmmunications of 
the invader, and supplying us with material 
of war by raids upon exposed territory of the 
enemy. He woul have been deaf to the 
clamors for local defense, which held so much 
of our military force where it was useless. 
When occasion offered, he would have gath- 
ered troops from every available quarter and 
suddenly enveloped his prey with a sweeping 
whirlwind. McClellan would have been de- 
etroyed at Richmond, Grant in Mississippi 
and Sherman in north Georgia. His task 
svould not have been as hard as that of 
Prussia surrounded by foes, because of the 
less odds against him, and because his sol- 
diers were far better than those of Frederick 
in marching and assault. Such conduct on 
our part would have prevented the railways 
running southward from becoming, as they 
did. the lines of greatest ease for invasion 
nnd of least resistance by us. Only think of 
that railway behind Sherman, which we al- 
lowed him to operate until he reached At- 
lanta. It was a great tap-root, going so deep 
and sending so many lateral shoots abroad 
that his army was furnished with men and 
supplies by the whole earth, from which we 
were entirely cut off. 

As the general o. a single department, I 
acknowledge serious defects in General Lee. 
I cannot understand how he can be completely 
absolved from negligence in permitting Mc- 
Clellan’s escape to the James by a flank 
movement that ought to have been foreseen 
and thwarted, and thereby missing the greatest 

rize offered in the war. Perhaps it is suffic- 
ng palliation that this was his first battle. 
The march into Maryland without rations and 
with unshod soldiers, and the dispersicn to 
capture a few thousands at Harper’s Ferry, 
instead of advancing with an army well in 
hand to force such a defensive battle as 
ought to have succeeded the second Manassas, 
is herdly excusable. I must think that Long- 
street’s attack of the second day at Gettys- 
burg could have been strengthened in time 
to prove decisive, if Lee’s discernment had 

m as quick and trne as usual; and, as 
matters really were, the third day’s fight ought 
not to have been. In his limited field, Fred- 
ericksburg ought to have taught him the 
good policy of defensive battles. The pro- 
posal of Johnston to bring all the troops from 
the coast and many other points and over- 
whelm McClellan was, I believe, the wisest 
and most genial conception of any confederate 
commander. But a victory, it mattered not of 
what sort, was 2 victory Lee, and somehow 
he did not seem to forecast for decisive re- 
sults. This was, I think, because of his de- 
fect in tactics. The operations preceding the 
Richmond fights and Gettysburg: his sending 
Jackson into the valley to hold back hostile 
reinforcement and recalling him secretly so as 
to take McClellan at advantage; deluding the 
vigilant ene all along his front to Freder- 
icksburg, while he assembled on the left, as it 
were, y magic, and then threw his concen- 
trated force into Pe Ivania without un- 
covering Richmond—when these superb opera- 
tions and their indifferent results are con- 
trasted, it is shown, in my humble judgment 
that Lee was very great as a strategist and 
not so great as a tactician. 

And the indulgence he showed the occa- 
sional wilfulmess of his officera was a culpable 
failure to exercise fully the authority which 
the times had trustingly put in his hands. 

But let this carping be admitted, and yet 
I believe he will always be held the greatest 
general of the cjvil war. Forrest and Jack- 
son were marvels of military genius; the lat- 
ter was at least the equal of the other, and 
his sublime nature rendered cheerful obe- 
dience to his superior. It was the same with 
all the other lieutenants; and Lee did, with- 
out effort and spontaneously, wield actual 
and yy ee ey command such as no other 
except Washington ever did of an American 
army. He always gave the word that was 
accepted, whether to hold the Richmond lines 
fn 1862, against the protest of his generals; 
to operate Jackson in the valley; to withdraw 
him and have him detach McClellan from 
York river; to send him afterwards through 
Thoroughfare Gap; to invest Harper’s Ferry; 
to make the dispositions at Fredericksburg; 
to take in reverse at Chancellorsville; to 
swoop upon Milroy; to invade Pennsylvania; 
to spring with a small force like a tiger upon 
Grant in the wilderness, and so on to the last. 

His invention is always ehounaing.. and its 
enterprises are never wild like the Vicksbur 
canal or the Petersburg mine explosion. An 
his readiness never fails, as witness his com- 

sure when he finds McDowell in his path

Harbor, and the nine months’ maintenance of 
the line thirty-five miles long against odds of 
three to one. What other general, agosto: gd 
modern, fought so much in threé years? “The 
great conquerors—Alexander, Caesar and Na- 
poleon—did not meet American volunteers, su- 
perior in personnel to all other armies, and 
therefore the hardest fighters in history. That 
Lee gained many victories, and drew the bat- 
tles of Sha a Gettysburg, against 
large odds of the best of troops except — his 
own, will keep him near the top of martial 
glory. It m be remembered that though 
Sciplo won ZatNo over an exhausted army of 
the greatest captain of all, and so became the 
proverb of his day in Rome, the fame of Han- 
nfbal has long darkened his, and before the 
end of time will quite put it out. 

And Lee's exalted humanity! His words to 
our army at Chambersburg, that “the duties 
exacted of us by civilization and Christianity 
are not less obligatory in the country of the 
enemy than in our own,’’ and his rigid re- 
straint of pillage in Pennsylvania by requiring 
roll calls every hour, will in the future more 
than retrieve the failure of the ee. and 
outwear even the great psalm of Lincoln over 
Gettysburg. His constant sacrifice of self 
and family; the daughter dead whom he 
mourns in secret and only during the few 
short intervals of solitariness in bis tent; the 
son whom he keeps in the ranks; his taking 
the blame of Gettysburg on himself; his re- 
fusal of the house offered him by the city he 
has defended so faithfully—can mankind afford 
to forget these? 

He drew the affections. He tells the strick- 
en Jackson he believed it would be better for 
the cause, had he himself been wounded. He 
says that he can searcely think of the fallen 
Stuart without weeping. Though he sees 
more Clearly then any of his inferiors, he lets 
them know that he helps his eyes with theirs; 
and while he upholds his commandership 
with the most lofty and unstrained bearing of 
his generation, that bearing does not repel. 
Throned in the sky above us, as he was, the 
army loved to look up to him, and fel with 
sweet gratification his paternal affectiow, his 
sympathy in our trials, especially how proud 
and fond he was gf us, and how completely 
he trusted in our steadiness and valor; and 
even the raw conscript read truly the perfect- 
ness and beauty|/of his character, discerning 
that great as he |was in every element of sol- 
diership, his gootlness was still greater than 
his greatness. 

After Spottsylvania Courthouse and before 
the occupation of Petersburg, the hostile, lines 
were always so near to each other that our 
cooking had to be done by details in the rear. 
Many times we ‘moved so suddenly that our 
cooks would be at a loss where to find us with 
their heavy loads; but whenever they espied 
him, although a colonel or a brigadier must 
wait to be spoken to, they would ask the way 
of him and he would graciously direct them to 
their different commands. When Pickett was 
repulsed, his appeal steadfastly fixed the re- 
serves; at the wilderness, when he offered to 
accompany the Texas brigade in its charge, a 
sergeant seized his bridle rein, and the men 
swore that they would run and not fight if he 
did not go back, and he had to go; and there 
was a like occurrence a few days afterwards; 
when the outer line at Petersburg was car- 
ried andit was plain that the place must fall, 
its ragged defenders greeted him with cheers, 
touchingly appropriate now, although usually 
the warmest manifestion of his followers to- 
wards him were in respectful silence: and at 
Appomattox Courthouse, the surrender just 
having been announced. a weeping soldier 
near me increased the rain of hitter tears 
around him by saying: “I am sorry because of 
my old father and mother, because of my 
people, because of all of you; but it hurts me 
most because of General Lee. I wanted him 
to conquer, even if I had to die for it.”’ 

He had that crown of all crowns, the love 
that is worshiping appreciation of the great- 
est lovablencss. 

There is a lesson in his surrender, When he 
sees that it ought to be, he says: “Although I 
weuld rather die a thousand deaths, to sur- 
render is right, and I take all the responst- 
bility." The great spirit utters no curses 
against the failure to place the necessary sup- 
plies at Amelia Courthouse,as he had ordered, 
wh.ch failure delayed the retreat until it was 
cut off; por is he bitter towards the thousands

Hannibal, who for 
years balked the spindle of the fates and al- 
most saved his Carthage in spite of her 
frivolous and worthless self; the ‘measure 
of his admiration is not yet full nor his glory 
complete. And Hector, though he died by 
the hand of Achilles exalted over him by 
destiny, and hig Troy for which he had fought 
so long, fell Soon afterwards, and though 
kis only record is the poem which Cele 
brates the victors; his memory keeps more 
fresh than that of his slayer. As has been 
recently said: 

‘“‘When the Homeric legends were worked up 
into tales of Christian chivalry, Hector and 
not Achilles, became the model of a Christian 
knight. When the great Italian poet drew his
